Here we give you a conversational lesson. This lesson was used by Chief Spotted Eagle 
of the Nipmuck in his classes at The Algonquian Indian School in Providence, RI which he held 
for years. 

For the roots of the words, you must go to Part I of the book. 

You have to try pronouncing the words just as they are written. The words are written 
phonetically—what you see is what you say. The stress is indicated by (') and OO is pronounced 
like "moody". For example "good morning" is two words: MOT-TOMP-AN WU-NEE
